W a s h in g to n , Feb. 2.—In tho House, 
tho Speaker at the closo of prayer, 
asked tho Clerk to read the journal of 
the p rev io u sly . One of tho reading 
clerks proceeded to do so; but when he 
came to tho phrase, “ yeas and nays,” 
and so forth, Mr. McMillan intcrupted 
and required that the reading be in full. 
“Does the gentleman,” said the Speak­ 
er, “desire the reading of tho names?” 
“I do,” was Mr. McMillau's response; 
and the Speaker 
ordered that it bo 
done. 
Tho Clerk started out again 
and 
rushed through tho names at a railroad 
speed.” 
The journal embraced tho full steno­ 
graphic report of tho Speaker’s explana­ 
tion in reply to Mr. Bynum’s question 
of personal privilege, 
including the 
points of “general applause,” etc. 
The reading was closed at 12:20, and 
Instantly Mr. Springer was on his feet 
with a motion to correct tho journal. 
Mr. McKinley was not so precipitate, 
but ho got up slowly and moved that tho 
journal be approved, calling for tho pre­ 
vious question on that motion. 
The Speaker recognized Mr. McKin­ 
ley, Ignoring Mr. Springer. 
But Mr. Springer was not to be Ignored 
and immediately modo a motion to ad­ 
journ—“In view of the fact,” ho said, 
“ that we have no rules.” 
Tho gentleman from Illinois,” said 
tho Speaker blandly, “ is out of order in 
debating any motion to adjourn. 
The 
question now is, shall tho House ad­ 
journ.” 
He put tho question to tho House, but 
Several Democrats demanded the yeas 
and nays, and that interesting exorcise 
wa9 proceeded with. 
The Democrats did not refrain from 
voting, and consequently It was not 
necessary for the Speaker to keep his 
little memorandum of members present 
and not voting. After the roll-call was 
completed, the Speaker was about to an­ 
nounce the result, but was stopped by a 
demand from Mr. McMillin that the re­ 
capitulation of the vote be read. That 
also helped to consume time, and it was I 
by the clock when the result was an­ 
nounced, which was yeas, 135. nays, 158. 
So tho House ref used to adjourn. 
The yeas and nays woro likewise de­ 
manded and ordered on the approval of 
the Journal. Much sparring between the 
poakor and Mr. Springer intervened, 
nd a large part of tho session was con- 
Shmed in this way. 
After the journal was approved the 
Smith-Jackson contested election case 
was called up and the Democrats raised 
the question of consideration, but the 
Speaker continued his system of refus­ 
ing to entertain dilatory motions, and 
the case was finally taken up, Mr. Crisp 
taking the floor to present the case for 
the Democrats. 
After Mr. Crisp’9 speech Mr. Rowell

THE WEATHER FOR JANUARY. 


Monthly Bulletin of the Signal Service 
Borean. 
W a s h in g to n , Feb. 3.—The monthly 
weather coop bulletin says: 
“There 
has been more rain than usual In the 
Ohio valley, Central Mississsippi and 
Missouri valleys, the heaviest rainfall 
occuriiig iii tho Central Mississippi val­ 
ley, including Arkansas and Western 
Tennessee, Western Kentucky, Western 
Indiana and Southern Illinois, in which 
region the precipitation ranged from 
two to seven inches. These heavy rains 
wero attended by destructive floods in 
tho rivers of tho lower] Ohio and Cen­ 
tral Mississippi valleys. Excessive rains 
continued on tho Pacific coast, and 
damaging floods also occurred in Florida. 
The monthly rainfall at San Francisco 
was 9.6 inches and at Sacramento 6.6 
Inches 
Tho precipitation on the At­ 
lantic coast from Maine to Florida and 
along the gulf coast was much less than 
Qsual—in the south Atlantic and east 
gulf states and southeast New England 
ranging from 2 to 4 inches. There was 
also less rain than usual in Minnesota 
and the Rocky mountain sections. 
At 
the close of tho month snow was re­ 
ported on tho ground In Maine, northern 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and 
dakota, the depth over the greater por­ 
tion of this region being less than 5 
nches, although 25 Inches was reported 
at Marquette, Mich. 
There was no 
snow on the ground at the close of the 
month over the entire wheat belt.”

Constantinople, Jan. 20.—On leAT- 
ing America I addressed some words 
of farewell to my sermonic readers, and 
now, on my way home, I write this 
letter of salutation, which will proba­ 
bly reach you about the Monday that 
will find me on the Atlantic ocean, 
from which I can not reach you with 
the usual sermon. 
I have completed 
the journey of inspection for which 
I came. 
Others may write a life .of 
Christ without seeing the Holy and. 
I did not feel competent for such a 
work until I had teen with my own 
eyes 
the 
sacred 
places; 
and 
so I left home, 
and church, and 
native 
country 
for 
a 
most 
arduous undertaking. 
I have visited 
all the scenery connected with our 
%ord's history, 
The whole journey 
has been to me a surprise, and amaze­ 
ment, a grand rapture, or a deep 
solemnity. I have already sent to 
America my Holy Land observations 
for my • ‘Life of Christ, ” and they were 
written on horseback, on muleback, 
on camelback, on ship's deck, by dim 
candle in tent, in mud hovel of Arab 
village, amid the mids of old cities, 
on Mount of Beatitudes, on beach of 
Genesaiet, but it will take twenty 
years of sermons to tell what I have 
seen and felt on this journey through. 
Palestine and Syria. 
All things have combined to make 
our tour instructive and advantageous. 
The Atlantic, and Mediterranean, and 
Adriatic, and Aegean, and Marmora 
seas, and Dardanelles have treated us 
well. 
Since we left New York we 
have had but a half-day and one night 
of storm, and that while crossing 
Mount Hermon. But only fet those in 
robust health attempt to go to the 
length of Palestine and Syria on horse­ 
back. I do not thinkit is because of the 
unhealth of the climate of the Holy Land 
that so many have sickened and died 
here, or afterwards, as a result of 
visiting these lands, but because of the 
fatigues of travel. 
The number of 
miles gives no indications of the ex­ 
haustions of the way, 
One hundred 
and fifty miles in Palestine and Syria 
on horseback demand as much physi­ 
cal strength as four hundred miles on 
horseback in regions of easy journey. 
Because of the near two months of 
bright sunlight by day and bright 
moonlight or starlight by night, the 
half-day of storm was to us the more 
memorable. 
It was about noon of 
Dec. 18 that the tempest struck us 
and drenched the mountains. 
One of 
the horses falls and we halt amid a 
blinding rain. It is freezing cold. 
fingers and feet like ice. Two hours 
and three-quarters before encampment. 
We ride on in silence, longing for the 
terminus of to-day's pilgrimage. It is 
through the awful Inclemency of the 
weather, the only dangerous day of 
the journey. 
Slip, mud slide, and 
tumble, and elimb, and descend we 
must, sometimes on horse and some­ 
times off. until at last we hault in 
the hovel of a village, end insteed of 
entering camp for the night we are 
glad to find this retreat from the 
storm. It is a house of one story, built 
of mud. Mylroom, is covered with a 
roof of goat hair. A feeble fire mid- 
floor, but no chimney. It Is the best 
house of the village, 
Arabs, young 
and old. stand around in wonderment 
as to why we come. 
There is no 
window in the room, but two little 
openings, one over the door and the 
other in the wall, and through which 
latter opening I occasionally find an 
Arabs face thrust to see how I am 
progressing. But the door is open, 
so I have some light. 
This is an 
afternoon and night never to be for­ 
gotten for its exposures and acquaint­ 
ance with the hardships of what an 
Arab considers luxurous apartment. I 
sat that night by a fire, the smoke of 
which, finding no proper place of 
exit, took lodgment in my nostrils 
and 
eyes. 
For 
the 
first 
time 
in 
my 
life 
I 
realized 
that 
chimneys were a luxury but not a ne­ 
cessity. The only adornments in this 
room were representations of two tree 
branches in the mud of the wall, a cir­ 
cle supposed to mean a star, a bottle 
hung from the ceiling, and about twelve 
indentations in the wall to be used as 
mantels for anything that may be 
placed there. 
This storm was not a 
surprise. Through pessimistic proph­ 
ets we had expected that at this season 
we should have rain and snow and 
throughout our journey. For the most 
part it has been sunshine and tonic 
atmosphere, and nota moment has 
our journey been hindered. 
Gratitude 
to God is with us Hie dominant emo­ 
tion. 


I feet reminding him of the songs 
{ 
heaven, 
‘’like 
the voice of many 
waters." 
‘ But this letter can only give a hint 
of the things we mean to tell you about 
when we get home, where we expect 
to be before this month is ended. 
I 
baptized by immersion in the Jordan 
an American whom we met and who 
desired the solemn ordinance adminis­ 
tered to him in the sacred waters. 
I 
rolled down from Mount Calvary, or 
“place of a skull,” a stone for the cor­ 
ner stone of our new Brooklyn taber­ 
nacle. 
We bathed in the Dead Sea 
and in “Gideon's fountain,” where his 
SOO men lapped the water from ttyeir 
bands as they passed through; and we 
sailed on Lake Galilee and stood on 
Mount Zion and Mount Moriah and 
Mount Hermon, and I saw the place 
where the shepherds heard the Christ­ 
mas anthem the night Christ was born; 
and have been at Nazareth, and Caper­ 
naum, and sat by “Jacob's well,” and 
saw Tel-el-Kebir of modern battle, and 
where the Israelites crossed the desert, 
and slept at Bethel, where one ladder 
was let down Into Jacob's dream, 
the night I slept there the heavens 
were full of Udders, first a ladder of 
clouds, then a ladder of stars, and all 
up and down the heavens were the an­ 
gels of beauty, angels of consolation, 
angels of God ascending and descend­ 
ing; and I was on nearly all the fields 
of Herodic. and Solomonic, and Davl- 
dic. and Mosaic, and Abrahamic his­ 
tory. I took Rome, and Naples, and 
Athens, and Alexandria, and Cairo on 
the way out and take thb Greek Archi­ 
pelago, and Constantinople, and Vienna 
ob the way back. What more can 
God in his goodness grant me in the 
way of natural scenery, and classic as­ 
sociation, and spiritual opportunity? 
Ah, yes, I can think of something 
gladder that he can grant me, 
Safe 
return to the people of my flock, the 
field of my work, and the land whore 
my fathers died, aha In the dust of 
whose valleys I pray God I 
buried.

SCHUETTLER SET FREE. 


Th* F o rce Founded fly YIdqeq Hee De­ 
veloped to SOO Itta . 
The detective forco of Paris was 
founded by the famous Yidoeq in 1832, 
when it only comprised thirty-one men, 
to whom were added fourteen “Out­ 
siders," who were called indicateurs. 
In 1848 tho body was increased to 160 
men, being afterward reduced to 60. 
until it was at last brought up to its 
present redoubtable number of 300 
“inspectors,” who aro directed by M. 
Goron, now in London engaged in the 
“Millcry mystery.” 
He hits under 
him on the staff ono chief clerk, who 
acts as his principal deputy or **un- 
dcr-stufiy;” four other clerks Oh secre­ 
taries, five chief inspectors, ten briga­ 
diers. and twenty sub-brigadiers. 
Tho 300 detective inspectors aro at­ 
tached to sections, such os tho special 
brigade of picked men, the department 
of information and warrants, that of 
requisitions or “searchers,” the pawn 
offices, the fctroets, and the disorderly 
houses. There is also another impor­ 
tant section, that of the center or per­ 
manence. to which belongs tho deteo 
tives told off for various eventualities. 
During a period of fiity-seVon years 
there have been twelve chiefs, of whom 
the best known, not including Vidocq, 
was Claude, whose memoirs obtained a 
world-wido reputation. 
In later times 
M. Mace, another head of tho detective 
department, has published his expexv 
lances in the famous force and hM 
therein ventilated various theorise 
about its failings and shortcomings. 
Notwithstanding such sharp criticism. 
however, the French detective toro# 
maintains a high character for effi­ 
ciency, and its victories have been by 
no means inconsiderable during recent 
years.

How it Wa* Administered to a Pneumonia 
Patient iii the Fifth Ward.

Tho New York Bank 
Wreckers Behind 
Prison Bars. 
N ew Y ork , Feb. 2.—Peter J. Claassen, 
president of the wrecked Sixth National 
bank, was arraigned in court Saturday 
on tho charge of 
embezzling $432,- 
436 of the funds and credit of said bank, 
and was held in $30,000 bail for examin­ 
ation Wednesday. He declined to be in­ 
terviewed, and said he had nothing to 
add to his statement of Friday. 
Bank-Examiner Hepburn, who is still 
in the possession of tho Sixth National 
bank has made an affidavit to tho effect 
that as the result of his examination 
Peter J. Claassen has unlawfully em­ 
bezzled and wilfully misapplied funds 
and credits of said bank to tho amount 
of $432,4G6. 
In an interview Hepburn said the out­ 
look for the depositors is favorable, es­ 
pecially if Leland, the former.president, 
keeps his promises to protect them 
Even if he doesn’t Hepburn believes the 
liquidation of the affairs of the bank 
would be very easy. Tho general feel-1 
Ing hero is that Leland is morally if not 
legally responsible, as it was his high 
financial reputation which brought busi­ 
ness to the bank. 
Bank Examiner*Hepburn has posted a 
notice on tho doors of tho Sixth National 
bank that Leland, tho former president 
of that bank, has advanced funds suf­ 
ficient to guarantee payment to tho 
depositors in full as soon as proper ar­ 
rangements can bo made. 
The excitement around the doors of 
tho three wrecked banks continued Sat­ 
urday. The following notice was post­ 
ed at the Equitable bank: ‘‘All deposit­ 
ors bring in books to be balanced.” 
Crowds began to gather at the doors 
with their bank books, but the notice 
was suddenly 
removed, and no on* 
seemed to know by whoso authority it 
was put up. The result was to intensify 
the feelings of tho people. 
Hepburn’s latest nptice at the Sixth 
National as Leland’s advancing 
the 
funds put the crowd in better humor. 
It is now though that tho Lenox Hill 
bank depositors will suffer the most, 
and the crowds thero are very bitter In 
their expressions.
